into congressional campaigns in this district 
as long as Andrews seeks the office. 

While we don’t agree with all his ob- 
jectives, such as high price supports on ba- 
sic farm products, we are certain he repre- 
sents the thinking of the majority of West 
Coffee County farmers by voting for these 
measures. It’s just that we represent a mi- 
nority view on the question. Along with a 
vast majority of folks in this region, we 
agree 100 percent with his opposition to 
the continuation of the foreign aid program.

McDonald Gallion, assistant attorney 
general, stated that a 1954 Supreme Court 
ruling states candidates disqualified from 
Tuesday's election still can serve if their 
names aren’t removed from the ballot and 
they receive a majority vote. 

Gallion also added there is no ruling 
readily available which tells the status of 
a disqualified candidate who polls enough 
votes to land in a run-off. Whether he would 
remain in the race for the second primary 
would have to be decided. 

Probate Judge J. O. English said the 
Coffee County ballots were not going to be 
reprinted at this late date. 


rews told The Birmingham News. “I am 
perfectly serious about this. I’m having 
some trouble writing my bill for I don't 
want any loop holes for joy riders. 

“My idea is that if a person with a good 
record as a worker does not like and res- 
pect local laws, customs and _ traditions 
where he lives and can demonstrate a sin- 
cere desire to settle permanently in anoth- 
er part of the country, the government 
ought to encourage him to move. 

“A really dissatisfied citizen is not an 
asset to himself or his community. Every- 
one concerned would be better off if he 
moved to more congenial surroundings.”’ 

Andrews said he is confident that very 
few Negro families in his Southeast Ala- 
bama district want to leave due to dissatis- 
faction with the segregated school system. 
“But if they want to move,” he said, “I 
want to help them. And I think the pro-in- 
tegration and pro-segregation people ought 
to be willing to join in support .of my pro- 
posal.” 

He said there is precedent for such a 
human resttlement commission, pointing 
out that back in the 1930s thousands of 
dust bowl victims were helped by the gov- 
ernment to move from Oklahoma to the 
West Coast. 

The Congressman said he feels sure 
that states with only a small percentage of 
Negroes in their populations would welcome 
new residents under this resettlement loan 
plan. He noted that only 6 percent of New 
York State population is Negro, only 5 per 
cent of Penxsylvania, and that Indiana and 
California have populations with only 4 per 
cent Negro. 

Andrews said it would be the duty of 
the commission that he proposes to acquaint 
prospective migrants with local laws, cus- 
toms and traditions of areas to which ap- 
plicants wish to move.
